tnlo a cut of coal can, and In aa in- 
stant 15 young lives were most horri- 
bly ended. About 47 people were In- 
jured. 

No scene of carnage In war ever pre- 
sented more frtghtfal front than that 
which ancceeded when, without warn- 
ing, came the shock of the collision. 
The first two cars of the spctlal train 
were crushed as though they were the 
frailest of toys. In the first rode the 
jmeahera of the PurdU0 teun. trained 
to the hour for a game that was to 
jhaT« decided a precious championship, 
;aad flushed with the hope of victory 
over their old time opponents, 
i Following is the liat of those killed 
outright: W. H. Ombe, BuUer, Ind., 
substitute player; Charles Purr, Ve- 
denbnrg, Ind., guard ; E. C. Robertson.

Services wcr(^ 
held Sunday afternoon over the body 
of E. C. Robertson, of Oast Helena, 
Mont., by Dr. J. Cummlng Saith be- 
fore the body was shipped home. 

There are still lying In the hospitals 
34 victims of the wreck, S3 of whom 
are students of Purdueu niversity. Of 
these 15 arc in a serious condition.

HALLOWEEN PRANK. 



Reeponeibio For the KiWint of a Chief 
of MHoe nnd Tlieoatenetf finee War. 

Chicago, Nov. 2.— The celebration of 
Halloween was reaponslble for the kill- 
ing of tho chief of 90II00 of 14organ 
9irk nad a tkrealoned rioo war onrly 
Sunday. 

A woman's Halloween prank started 
the trouble, which ended In the killing 
of Georg(« A. Alrie, chief of police ol 
Morgan Park, by Mack Wiley, a youag 
Negro. Mra. Jaami Hrn% mho la a 
sister of Wlloy, an<i three friends 
started out for a laric and while they 
were overturning a lumber pile, it Is 
said, the woman was struck by Chief 
of Police Airle. The Negroes went for 
relnforeementa and upon tkeit return 
a eecond meeting with Airio reaulted 
In a fight in which he was stabbed In 
the neck by Wiley. The news of tho 
tragedy spread through the suburb and 
soon a crowd of half a hundred men 
and boys marched to the Morgan Park 
Jail, where four of the Negroes had 
been locked up. While the place was 
surrounded by a mob clamoring for 
vonKoance, several shotguns being in 
evidence In the crowd, Wiley and his 
companions were placed between a 
number of pcrflcemen who had been 
summoned from Harvey and other 
nearby suburbs, nad a dash was made 
for a carriage that had been sent tof. 

Despite the threats of tho ofllcers 
that any interference by the crowd 
meant instant death, the enraged vil- 
lagers, who by t^ia time had secured 
a rope, ruahed on the prisoners. A 
fierce fight followed In which the Ne- 
groes were severely cut and bruised 
with sticks and stent's, but the officers 
finally managed to get the Negroes In 
the carriage and drQve oft under a 
shower of bricks. Stones nnd other mis. 
sllee. The prisoners wnre taken to 
EJnglewood Jail where Sunday Wiley 
confessed to having killed Airle.

Four Persons Killed and the 
Tom From Its CofRn.

Charlotte, N. C. Nov. 2— Four per- 
sons, all white, were killed inetantly 
and a eorpse was torn from its coflin 
by a locomotive of a south^bound pas- 

scnRer train on the Southern railway, 
at a point four nUles from Concord 
Sunday morning. 

All the victims llve<l in the vicinity 
of the tragedy. They were in a wagon 
with the corpse of Mrs. Kate Lewis 
and were on their way to a nelghbrr- 
ing burial i;round. At the point where 
the n( ( ident occiirre<l the county road 
runs alongside the railroad for a con- 
siderable distance, the view being un- 
obstructed. The engineer aaw the fu- 
neral party but there was no cause for 
him to anticipate a tragedy. Just be- 
fore the train was atii < ast of the wag- 
on the mules drawing tlie wagon be- 
came unmanageable and swerved, car- 
rying the wagon directly in front of 
the train. The eaaket containing the 
corpse was broken to pieces and the 
corpse was hurled through the air with 
tao VIctlaia 

COMtY IStAN9 rMB SWEPT. 

Tiiroo Hundred Bulldinfs Deatre];fd 
Eituillwi a »1,00 0,OPO Loeo. 

New York, Nov. 2 — Coney Island 
Slmday was swept by fire. SOO build 
Ings being destroyed, entailing a loss 
of $1,000,000. The fire started near the 
ateeplechaae park and swept along the 
Bowery distriet, which is' filled with 
flimsy fsame structures. The principal 
buildings destroyed Were Stauch's be- 
tel and pavilion and Henderson's thea- 
ter, both brick structures erected since 
the great flra of Okicago. Detailf of 
police from IfMihattan nnd Brooklyn 
aided the Srenon and controlled the 
great crowds. 

Two lives so far are reported to be 
lost, one man mortally injured, n score 
of others hurt. How many more dea<l 
are in the ruins Is not yet known. 



Rome, Nov. 2.— Fire broke out at 
8:30 o'clock Sunday evening in that 
portion of the Vatican containing the 
hall of Inscriptions, where the pope 
girea hie nudieneen and which In nd]a- 
cent to the famoua pinacoteca, or gal- 
lery of pictures. 

The first intimation of fire waa had 
when smoke was seen issuing from the 
apartment of M. Marie, which is lo- 
cated above that of Father Bhrle, the 
librarian, who Uvea orer tho library 
itself. M. Marie is a celebrated FtOOOll 
restorer of ancient manuscripts and 
Illuminated books; he Is at present en- 
gaged In copying work and bis first 
reproductions have been selected for 
part of the Vatican's exhibit at the St. 
I..onis etpoeltlon. The femons Bra- 
manto staircase leads to that part of 
the Vatican where the fire broke out. 
The gendarmes broke In the door of 
M. Marie's apartment and found him 
In a heavy sleep. It la auppoeed that 
he retired and forgot to take proper 
precaution with bis kitchen fire, which 
probably blazed up and lgnit(>d .muuo 
nearby hangings. Thus the firu start- 
ed and it rapidly assumed such pro- 
portlona that the gendarmes, who were 
the firat on the scene, gave an Imme- 
diate general alarm. 

News of the fire was Immediately 
conveyed to the pope, who waa found 
kneeling In his c2tapel for his usual 
evening prayer. He Insisted on goin« 
at once to the acene. He proceeded to 
the library. accMapanied by ligt. Mer- 
ry del Val, the papal secretary of state. 
Mgr. Blsletl, the papel major domn, 
and Mgr. Dellachlse, and followed )iy 
the members of the noble guard at- 
tached to his person. The moment he 
arrived his mind gmajM tha gravity 
of the situation and Be ordered that 
the firemen of Rome be called. The 
firemen arrived in about ten mlnuten, 
and although they brought four en- 
gines with them and were at once 
ready to begin operations, It took sorhe 
time to find the best way to get aufll- 
clent water supply with which to fight 
the fire. In the meantime the flames 
had begun to break out of the windows 
of M. Marie's apartment and were de- 
stroying the roof. The flames lighted 
up the entire distriet and gave the 
Impression that nothing could stop 
their fury. 

WTicn the fire enslnos began work, 
three rooms were alicady entirely de- 
stroyed by the Hanu-s. which were ex- 
tending to the other apartments. I'he 
pope withdrew as soon as he saw that 
everything possibje was being done to 
fight the fire. 

Information had boon .sent tie Ital- 
ian authorities, who hurried to St. Pe- 
ters. They were courteously Invited 
to enter and did so. Therefore, for the 
first time Anoe the faU of the temporal 
power of the Vatican, the mayor of 
Rome, the prefect, police officials and 
even t^ignor Ronclicttl. the newly ap- 
pointed minister of justice, entered the 
Vatican In their official capacities. 
They gave orders directing the work 
of oombatting^e ianiee and partici- 
pated personglly in the fight' It was a 
very difficult fire to overcome; there 
were a imnilicr of old and Inflamma- 
ble objects in the apartment of M. 
Marie and the wooden roof over this 
room facilitated the passage of the 
flamdb to adjoiiring rooms, alnolhill of

Many Persons Were Cut and Other>. 
wis* Hurt By Flying QIase— Two 
Men Half a Mile Away Poe> 
albly Fatally Hurt. 

Creetlino, O., Nov. Crestline and 
vicinity wns thrown Into a panic Sun- 
day night by a terrible explosion at 8 
o'clock. Many buildings were shaken 
and In some Instances the walla fell. 
Church congregations wore thrown in* 
to screaming meseen of hnanalty. 
People who were nt homo were terri- 
fied by the fearful roar that waa heard. 
Two cars of dynamite which exploded 
in tha Pennsylvania yards was the 
cause of the excitement The destruc- 
tion la so complete and so great th«t 
H-li Imponsiblo to say anything otf tho 
property dnmago or whether there In 
any life lost Sunday night 

Yardmaster Courtier and Clerk G(m<<- 
Inger, who were at work In the yard 
offit e half a mile away were seriously 
and possibly fatally hurt by the de- 
struction of the building in which they 
were working. 

Hundreds of Pennsylvania employes 
arc at work searching the ruins for the 
dead or Injured. The entire west yards 
of the road Is a complete wreck. Ofll- 
clals of the railroad have said that 
there are no lesa than 826 cars 
smashed. 

Where the explosion occurred a hole 
20 feet wide twice as long and 15 feet 
deep has been torn Into the ground. 
Engines at work a mile away were 
thrown frop the track. 

In the down-toWn portion of the city 
there Is not a building that has not 
suffered considerable damage. Many 
persons who were on the streets were 
cut and otherwise hurt by flying glaaa, 
and hundreds of women are In a seri- 
ous, condition from shock and concns- 
alon. All the physicians of the city 
are at the scene of the wreck to aiivlst 
those who may be found injured. The 
streets are filled with people who do 
not wish to go home. TJie sldewalke 
and road are littered with the glass 
from the shattered panes. The mayor 
has sworn In many extra policemen to 
guard tlu- property. 

Ail the ihurches were holding serv- 
ices when the explosion occurred. 
Doors were blown off and windows 
amaahed in many of the buildings. Tho 
full extent of the loss to property will 
not be known fOr many days And It 
can not be told for several hours
